Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. 
Conditions and Changes. 


Market Reports. 
Outlook. 


As we are now nearing the end of February, it is evident that 
this winter will go down with a record for severity and extent. 
For nearly three solid months we have had severe winter with low 
temperatures and the earth crusted with ice and snow even in 
southern latitudes. It was to be anticipated that this arctic con- 
dition would have expended itself after two months prevalent. 
But at present, although a slight thaw is prevailing, there is noth- 
ing whatever springlike in the offing and we do not even see the 
sun nowadays. With the earth in the condition that it is from 
frost and snow and with the danger of floods of any kind should 
there come heavy rains, there is little temptation for getting the 
pea crop into the ground and a protraction of the present condi- 
tions will possibly result in a very late pea pack so far as the 
greater part of it is concerned. 

For some reason or another, tomatoes appear to be standing 
almost still. We do not mean in the matter of consumption, 
which is probably going on steadily in a quiet way, but in the 
usual interest of parties connected with it. At present quotations, 
with the market in the indifferent humor that it is, packers are 
not at all inclined to take chances in placing contracts with grow- 
ers. The latter in turn are disinclined to put in a large acreage 
of tomatoes with only a chance for very small prices during the 
growing season and buyers have apparently made up their minds, 
tomatoes this year are going to be extremely low. Experience 
however proves that the prevalence of these anticipations results 
in the reverse effects, and we may witness, especially in August 
and September, a condition of the tomato market, very favorable 
to the canned goods packers. It is in such situations as this that 
the unexpected happens. 

The conditions in corn are almost exactly the reverse of those 
given in tomatoes. It is stated that the Maine packers have all 
sold future corn up to their limit. New York state packers, 
though not quite so fartunate are not far behind this condition. 
The West is still anxious for buyers and here in Maryland there 
has been during the past week a decline in the quotations of 
local corn, 
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In the fruit line there will be a good deal expected of peaches, 
but it will be a year mainly in the interest of high quality stock 
and California fruit, as that section was more than half shut 
out last year by a partial failure of its fruit crops. 

The general outlook for the season then would seem that 
peas are not booming, at least in the minds of the packers and we 
may therefore anticipate a somewhat reduced acreage and pack 
from that of last year. There will be no complaint from such a 
result as this, as there were too many ordinary peas thrown on the 
general market last year. Corn promises to hold its own very 
much as it did in 1904, and the indications are that tomatoes will 
drag along at low quotations, small future demand, reduced 
acreage and lessened pack, with sharply advancing prices toward 
the end of August and September. Tomatoes are suffering from 
lack of confidence not from lack of consumption and we expect 
the market to right itself the coming summer. 

Fruits in general will be of less interest this year than 
they were last vear and the general inclination of the market will 
be to get everything down to even prices based on only fair margin 
of profit above cost; in other words canned goods in sympathy 
with all other lines of business are settling themselves to a solid 
basis in anticipation of probable danger ‘ahead, from indefinite 
cause. 

In this respect the general outlook for business of all kinds 
is not bad in any respect, but it is conservative in every respect. 
The financial panic which was assumed to be due last year, ap- 
parently passed by, at least it was not felt in America to any 
serious extent. The depression in iron which occurred last fall 
has also disappeared and iron has again resumed its active and 
important position in all markets. The wave of political and 
industrial disturbance which has suddenly passed from the Pacific 
coast of Asia to the eastern edge of Europe and now has Russia 
in its grip, can of course be expected to disturb nearly all middle 
Europe during the next vear, and as it is of an unusually violent 
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order, remarkable effects may be expected of it so far as the uni- 
versal market is concerned. But the general improvement in 
the condition of wage earners, is steadily progressing especially 
in Europe, and such improvement always means increased de- 
mands for prepared foods. The money market in the United 
States seems to have adjusted itself for the present condition 
and there are no reasons now, apparently, why we should not 
have a very busy year with satisfactory results. 

From the exterior all things appear to be going on quietly 
and steadily in relation to tin cans and packers metals. There 
may, however, be some strange adjustments in the industry of the 
tin can question, which has become a great problem, principally 
from the immensfty of its proportions. This has increased from 
thousands to hundreds of thousands, from hundreds of thousands 
to millions, thence to hundreds of millions and now it is running 
into the billions in number and the end is not yet. From hand 
can-making it went to machine, thence from machine to whole 
systems and naturally evolves into something like trusts and great 
combinations. But with each year the variety ot articles going 
into tin is increasing, calling-for a larger number of cans. The 
public faith is also increasing in the quality and excellence of can- 
ed goods of all kinds, as proven in the increase in consumption ; 
and the margin of profit to the packer is now so small but little 
further reduction can be expected in price. This means that the 
article in tin can be bought out of season almost as cheaply as it 
can be out of the can in the growing season, and even tropical 
fruits can now be had in tin in any part of the country at any 
time of the year at almost as cheap a price as they can be had at 
any of the Atlantic ports; thus the industry has already nearly 
acco plished its natural purpose and as a result it has become one 
of the essential lines of business for the community. 

Tin Cans.—We have again to report no variations in the 
quotations of tin cans, but there has been a quiet business done i: 
ihe ordering of futures by large establishinents.

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


Another holiday breaks into this week and causes more or 
less disturbance in trade ercles. But the firm feeling previously 
reported continues on everything excepting possibly tomatoes. 
The market is more or less uncertain and difficult to follow. 
There are offers of all vareties of goods at a considerable reduc- 
tion from regular rates, but in the main the best packers are firm. 
in their views, and refuse to accept reduced prices, excepting 
upon small lots which they may want to clean up. 

A feature of the market was the announcement of opening 
prices by some of the California packers. The figures are iden- 
tical with those named last year. The result has been an un- 
precedented sale, so heavy in fact that all the packers will have 
to deliver pro rata. Notwithstanding the hardest exertions, the 
Hickmot canneries cannot be operated this year, which throws 
the business all into the hands of the other packers, with the 
result stated, 

Corn—A weakness is developing in spot corn, the result of 
apparently unlimited offerings of cheap grades. This has its 
influence on the market for best goods, but has not yet caused 


are not only low in price, but cheap in quality, presentng a prob- 
lem of movement into consumption difficult indeed to solve. 
Some Western goods are offered here at 55¢ f. 0. b. factory, and 
some poor State corn is offered as low as 50¢. The percentage of 
desirable goods is small, and demand is considerably weakened 
by the heavy load of poor quality the market is compelled to 
carry. Future corn is neglected. Not a sale of importance has 
been reported during the week, and as long as the pressure of 
poor stock is so serious there is little likelihood of any important 
development. 

Tomatoes—The situation is substantially as it was last week. 
An offering approximating 25,000 cases at 6114¢ f. o. b. is re- 
ported, but whether it has been sold doesn’t appear. It is said 
that these goods are full standard and that the lot represents 
the stock of a holder who must dispose of his goods. The gen- 
eral asking price is 624%4¢, and some holders want up to 65¢. 
There is little demand for spot goods, excepting such as are 
required to supply the actual necessities of the moment. Advices 
from primary markets indicate a fair and increasing run of 
orders from other sections of the country. 

String Beans—More strength is developing, but really im- 
portant demand is lacking. Supplies are small, but even though 
this combination is favorable, no quotable improvement in price 
has occurred as yet. 

Pineapple—Advices from the South report a considerable 
demand for 1905 pack pineapple. Singapore pineapple is higher, 
because of short supplies.

The Testing of Corn For Seed. 


By Albert N. Hume, First Assistant in Crop Production, Illinois Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. 


We believe it would be possible for every ear of corn planted in 
Illinois to be tested for vitality. If an ear does not come to the desired 
standard, we may discard it, and plant only seed which will grow, and 
materially increase the standard of our corn crop the coming year. It 
may seem like a heavy task to germinate three or four kernels of corn 
from every ear in a bushel, and yet two or three evenings each week, for 
a few weeks, on the part of only one person, would test enough ears to 
plant his own crop at least. The kernels could be placed between folds 
of blotting-paper laid in a moist box, or moistened between two common 
dinner plates. It is not very difficult to keep track of the ear from 
which is taken each set of kernels. One kernel should be taken from the 
butt of the ear, at least one from the middle, and one from the tip. If 
all the kernels grow, the ear may reasonably be supposed to be good, 
otherwise it should be discarded. 

Some such method as this has been employed (we are informed), 
by John R. Clisby, secretary of the Illinois Seed Corn Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, for testing large quantities of seed corn. Doctor C. G. Hopkins 
of our University, suggested the idea to the writer. He employed it in 
testing every ear of seed corn which he planted on fifty acres of his own 
farm in southern Illionis. If these men can afford to test every ear of corn 
they use for seed, the same may be at least worth suggesting to farmers 
in general who are anxious to know what kind of corn they are going to 
plant. 

When corn planting time arrives, the most serious question for corn 
growers is that of securing seed for their fields which will be certain to 


grow. Sometimes it is not only a difficult matter to buy corn for seed, 
but that which is purchased, even from the most trustworthy growers, is 
likely to be more or less deficient in vitality, especially under such con- 
ditons as prevailed last season. After the best seed growers have sold 
all thir stock, they continue to receive orders which cannot be supplied. 
That a good deal of doubtful seed was planted last spring is shown by the 
following extracts from the Bloomington Weekly Pantagraph, of June 3, 
1904: 

“So far as this report shows, the proportion of replanted seed corn 
is not large, but it is large enough to attract attention and to emphasize 
fact—Mr. Thomas Kuntz, living on the Thomas Janes farm near Stan- 
the fact that early warnings about poor seed corn had foundation in 
ford, has to replant 200 acres of corn. It is reported that several others 
living in his neighborhood have so poor a stand that they have to replant.” 

The low vitality of the seed corn the past season was no doubt caused 
very largely by freezing weather while the corn was either still in the 
field or not sufficiently cured to withstand the low temperature. It is 
to be hoped that the fall of 1903 was an exceptional one in this respect, 
and that our recent experience may not be repeated. There is no way 
to guard against such falling temperatures, however. Moreover, if a sea- 
son comes when our seed corn is frozen before it is put into storage, 
there is no way to correct the disastrous effects even with the most modern 
means of storage, unless we have some method of sorting out the cars 
‘which are unfit for seed. Therefore we say that the matter of selecting 
and testing seed is at present of foremost importance to every corn grower. 

In suggesting the plant of testing each ear of seed corn, we do not 
mean to insist that every ear must be tested every season and in every 
place. We do insist, however, that this would be within easy range of 
possibility, as the following pages will show. Before time for planting, 
corn growers should test a sufficient amount of their stock of seed, ear 
by ear, so that they will know what they have on hand. It may or may 
not be necessary thus to test the entire stock, but that it would have been 
an extremely profitable procedure the past season for most farmers, can 
scarcely be doubted. 

It is not sufficient to accept the warrant of the dealer from whom the 
seed is purchased, however trustworthy he may be. It is not possible 
for those who handle seed on the largest scale to give the closest attention 
to its quality. The following devices for testing are suggested as being 
obtainable for the general farmer. -

Chicago. 

There are no particular changes to note. Tomatoes are feeling con- 
siderably firmer and demand is increasing. It is generally expected that 
prices will improve somewhat between this and spring. Spot corn is 
rather quiet at no change in quotations. Future corn is selling at less than 
opening prices on the last pack. Spot peas are quiet and unchanged. 
Futures are selling now fairly well, especially the good qualities. Other 
vegetables in cans are firm, including pumpkin and string and lima beans, 
which are in good consumptive demand. Canned peaches show con- 
siderable firmness and are wanted by both wholesale and retail branches 
of the grocery trade. Apples are very firm owing to prevailing scarcity. 
Canned salmon is firming up a little and prices are likely to advance on the 
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better grades before spring. Stocks of salmon in canners’ hands are very 
small on nearly all grades. Sardines, domestic goods, are steadier than 
they have been of late. Imported sardines are firm. Cove oysters are very 
firm and tend higher. Other canned fish are firm, as stocks of these 
goods are light now.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes show no change whatever. ‘There is probably, however, 
a slightly firmer undertone to the market, though this has had no result 
of whatever character as yet. It is based on reports of small stocks re- 
maining in packers’ hands. ‘Two pounds are still in good demand at 
prices that show a slight advance over values ruling a few weeks ago. 
Nothing to speak of is doing in corn. There is still an inquiry for cheap 
corn, and considerable of it about. ‘The demand for good corn is very 
light. A good business is reported in future Maine corn, and a fair trade 
in futures of other grades. Peas are in fair demand, chiefly the lower 
grades. Good cheap peas, however, are harder to get. Peaches are slow 
at unchanged prices. Stocks of Maryland peaches are extremely light and 
can hardly be quoted. California canned goods are unchanged and stocks 
are low. Some packers have named prices on future California asparagus 
during the week on the basis of last year. Probably all packers will have 
named prices by another month. The outlook for asparagus is very 
strong, as one of the largest packers in California will probably not be 
able to pack a case, owing to the failure to recover from last year’s floods. 
The general line of Baltimore canned goods is unchanged and in fair 
demand.—Grocery World. 

Boston, 


There seems to be more activity in spot salmon than usual at this 

season of the year. This is owing largely to jobbers buying light stocks 

“last year and an extensive demand which has been made on them for 
goods by retailers. 

Maine spot corn has been selling very freely, and some large packers 
are all sold out. Very little business has been done to date in New York 
state corn. 

Spot canned fruit is considerably higher on nearly every grade than 
the opening prices made last spring. Especially is there a great scarcity 
in lemon cling peaches. 

The spot pea market is very quiet. 

Clams are firm and very scarce, owing to the extremely cold weather 
and packers are completely tied up—New Engalnd Grocer.

No new features are noticeable. Demand for corn and tomatoes 
is good, and-a demand for canned fruits is showing. This is as usual 
at this season of the year. Canned fish, notably salmon and sardines, 
are also being inquired for, and, no doubt, with the approach of the 
Lenten season these lines will receive considerable attention. 


Toronto, Canada. 

Tomatoes and corn continue firm with the demand improving slowly. 
During the next seven or eight weeks the retail trade will be coming into 
the market again to buy canned goods on sorting up orders, when the 
volume of business will be much improved. 

Canned fruits are moving fairly well, particularly jams, which is 
accounted for on the supposition that housekeepers did not can their own 
fruit in large quantities last year owing to the comparative scarcity of 
raw material. 

In regard to the salmon situation, it can hardly be supposed that 
during 1906 and 1908—the close season period on the Fraser River, B. C. 
—the price of sockeye salmon could be much higher than it is at present, 
since this year’s high prices have had the effect of considerably curtailing 
sales, and if prices were to soar much higher, the ordinary consumer would 
simply make up his mind to do without salmon.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—The market for British Columbia remains very firm, and 
prices are unchanged. Alaska continues to meet with a good demand 
at unchanged rates. In the report of this market last Saturday it was 
stated that “in Fraser River salmon half-pound flats are again 6d. to gd. 
dearer, but 1 pound flats and talls are without change.” This should 
have read that 1 pound flats were 6d. to od. dearer, whilst half-pound 
flats and talls were unchanged. 

Lobsters.—Half-pound flats are very scarce, and although present 
prices are high, there is a likelihood of their still further advancing. 

Sardines.—The market is getting gradually denuded of stocks, and 
with a fair demand, prices are steadily advancing. Reports of the fishing 
in Portugal state that there is practically very few, if any, fish being caught 
there. Recent arrivals include the “Hererra” with 2,353 cases, the “Mal- 
aga” with 1,524 cases, and the “Narbonne,” the last-named to Liverpool, 
with 2,758 cases. 

Meats.—The market generally is quietly steady, with a good demand 
for ox tongues, stocks of which are getting reduced. 


Fruits and Pines are quiet, but there is no change to report. The 
“Diomed” has brought 4,047 cases pines. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—There is a good consumptive demand for all grades of 
salmon. One pound flats are in very small compass, and higher prices 
are asked by holders. Half-pound flats are also good with large con- 
sumptive inquiry. Prices are very firm. Good one-pound talls are very 
scarce, and in certain quarters secondary grades are being used to fill 
the gap. 

Lobsters quiet. 

Sardines.—Little more inquiry. 

Fruits rather quiet but firm. Pineapples are in more demand at 


current rates. 
Rabbits—There is more business doing in these.—Grocers’ Gazette. 


A Third Pea Filler Decision. 


Since our last writing, there has appeared, in a suit of the Chisholm- 
Scott Co. vs. the Canastota Canning Co., a third decision of the Chisholm- 
Scott impact patent by Judge Ray of the United States Court of Northern 
New York. Judge Ray refers to the fact that the Chisholm-Scott impact 
patent had once been held invalid by the Philadelphia Appeal Court, 
one judge dissenting; but he says that if the proofs before him had been 
before the Appeal Judges, they would necessarily have rendered a different 
decision. Judge Ray then proceeds to state that his views coincide with 
those of Judges Seaman and Bradford, who have recently held that the 
prior French invention of Madame Faure was an abrader and not an 
impacter. To us it seems Judge Ray is peculiarly happy in stating his 
conclusions in language which a layman can readily appreciate and we 
therefore reproduce here the crucial paragraph of his opinion: 

“The Faure invention was not designed or intended to shell peas by 
impact. It was not constructed for such a purpose. It was intended to 
shell peas by abrasion and did. If any of the peas were shelled by impact 
such shelling in that mode was incidental and we might say accidental. 
The construction of the machine prevented the shelling of any considerable 
quantity of the peas put in the machine by impact. It is of course true 
that Madame Faure was entitled to have her machine considered an 
invention for the shelling of peas by impact, if it shelled peas in that mode, 
even though she did not know the fact and supposed the shelling was 
done by abrasion. The truth is that her machine was what she supposed 
it to be and was not a machine that operated to shell peas by impact as 
does the defendant’s. The construction of the two machines is different, 
the operation is different, the results are different.”

PRESERVING. 


COLD PROCESS. 

Fruits for this process must be fully ripe and moderately 
soft. Proceed as directed under candied fruits, but do not cook 
the fruit. Make the syrup 2 degrees less than directed there, 
and make from cold water and sugar by agitation; saturate the 
fruit up to 33 degrees, adding the sugar and dissolving by agi- 
tation each time. The syrup may be made by heat, but must 
he cooled to 100 degrees or less before pouring on fruit. The 
operation must be carried out in a cool place or preservative may 
operation must be carried out in a cool place. Fruits by this pro- 
cess are adapted for packing in cordials or brandy, 

SUN COOKED PRESERVES. 

This operation is best carried on in a glass house on the roof, 
or in an ordinary hothouse. Place selected ripe fruit with an 
equal weight of sugar in the jar or tumbler in which it is to be 
sold. Do not cover, but protect from insects by netting. Expose 
to the direct rays of the sun for a week or ten days until it 
thickens nd partly jells; then seal the package and label. Do not 
use larger than an 8-ounce tumbler, 4-ounce is the preferable size. 
Wild strawberries are especially fine made by this process, and 
currants compare favorably with Bar-le-Duc. 

PURE SUGAR AND FRUIT PRESERVES—MACEBATION PROCESS. 

Cook in tilting jacketed kettles. Provide a sufficient number 
of earthenware crocks or enameled pans of a capacity to hold 
30 pounds (15 pounds fruit, 15 pounds sugar) for a two days’ 
run—also a number of 1-inch by 1-inch woden strips a trifle 
longer than the diameter of the crocks or pans, to use in stacking. 

Place 15 pounds prepared fruit mixed with 15 pounds sugar 
in pan and allow to remain 6 to 12 hours, or until the juice of 
the fruit has dissolved the sugar (with very dry fruit is may be 
necessary to add a little water, one or two ounces to each pan 
to start the juice); then place in kettle and cook with little or 
no stirring until syrup drops in jelly from paddle. Dump in 
pan and set aside for a few minutes; then stir and set aside until 
cold; stir again and transfer to package; sterilize 1-pound jars 
1 hour at 190 degrees. 


HOME-MADE STYLE PRESERVES, 


Proceed same as for maceration process, using three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar per pound of fruit; place in kettle and simmer 
gently until fruit is soft. Do not cook down; the syrup should 
be quite thin; divide the fruit among the jars; fill with syrup; 
seal and sterilize thirty minutes at 212 degrees for fruits, and 1 
hour for quarts. Use the ordinary “Mason” or similar family 
jar for this quality. 

HOT PROCESS, 


If from selected fruit and carefully cooked in small kettles, 
makes high grade for small packages: if from good fruit and 
cooked in 30 to 60 gallon kettles, makes high grade for large 


packages ; if poor fruit cooked in large kettles is adapted for stor- 
ing in half-barrels or barrels for use in apple juice and glucose 
goods. 

Sterilize the glass goods: I-pound 45 minutes at 190 
degrees; pints, 45 minutes at 190 degrees; quarts, 90 minutes at 
190 degrees. 

Before filling in packages place on cooling table, and if 
for glass goods allow to set; if for large packages, cool to at 
least 160 degrees. Under-ripe fruits will present the best ap- 
pearance; ripe or over-ripe will give the best flavor. Observe 
the same precautions in bleaching and hardening as given under 
canning of respective fruits. In using canned goods cook only 
half the can liquor, 

Apricots—Same as peaches, without paring. 

Crabapples—Take ripe crabapples, wash, place in kettle and 
cover with boiling water ;simmer until skin comes off readily, then 
drain off water and remove peel; with a small-bladed knife cut 
out core from blossom end; do not remove stem; for each one 
hundred pounds prepared apples take fifty pints water and one 
hundred and twent-five pounds sugar, place in kettle, bring to 
a boil, then drop in apples and cook slowly until syrup marks 
thirty-three degrees. 

Blackberries—Cap the berries and wash if necessary; place 
in kettle with an equal weight of sugar, turn on steam and cook, 
without stirring, until syrup marks 33 degrees. 

Cherries—Stem and pit red cherries, add an equal weight 
of sugar and put in kettle with the juice saved while pitting; 
cook until syrup marks 33 degrees. 

Citron, Domestic—Prepare same as for candied citron; take 
of this, as it comes from the alum bath, one hundred pounds: 
cover with twelve and one-half gallons 25-degree syrup and cook 
down to 33 degrees; add the juice and yellow rind from two 
dozen lemons and one-quarter pound thinly sliced green ginger 
root. 

Damsons—Same as plums. 

Dewberries—Same as blackberries. 

Gooseberries, Green—Run through a dry fruit cleaner and 
blow out chaff and leaves. To each one hundred pounds add 
one hundred and twenty-five pounds sugar and five gallons water ; 
cook slowly until syrup marks 32 degrees. 

Gooseberries, Ripe—Blow out chaff and leaves, and for each 
one hundred pounds add one hundred pounds sugar and four 
gallons water. Cook slowly until syrup marks 33 degrees. 

Huckleberries—See Whortleberries. 

Nectarines—Same as peaches. 

Peaches—Cut in halves, remove stone, pare and cut into 


pieces of desired size; to each one hundred pounds add one hun- 


dred pounds sugar and one-half gallon water (or more if peaches 
are hard and dry); turn on steam and cook until syrup marks 
33 degrees,

BALTIMORE, FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 24, 1905. 


Undoubtedly the most important action at any of the meet- 
ings of the Canners’ Convention at Columbus, during the week 
from the 6th to the 11th of February, 1905, was the motion of 
Dr. Fraser, the President of the Western Association. This 
he offered at the joint meeting which was held on February 9th 
and really proved to be the last meeting of the Convention. Dr. 
Fraser's motion contemplated what we considere to be a radical 
departure from previous operations of the canned goods incustry, 
but one which is thoroughly businesslike and the necessity for 
which may be considered essential. His motion was to the fol- 
lowing effect : The question under discussion being a formation of 
a National Canned Goods Association upon entirely new lines, Dr. 
Fraser said: “I don’t think we ought to put off until the next 
Convention or refer this matter to a committee. The committee 
will probably forget all about it as soon as we adjourn. I think 
several committees were appointed at the last Convention and 
these committees never met. I was appointed on those commit- 
tees, we forgot all about that we were on the comnnittees; if 
we did not forget them, we forgot what they were appointed for. 
Then I move that this matter be referred to a committee to be 
to be appointed by the Chairman; that this committee have in- 
structions to get together to-night or to-morrow morning and 
report- to-morrow afternoon, to the meeting of the whole, so that 
the movement may be started toward the formation of a new 
National Association entirely; not growing out of the Associa- 
tions perhaps, but formed through experience with these Associa- 
tions, a better manner of obtaining practical results. I think 
the Chair has a list of names on a slip that he could suggest to us.” 

The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 

To convey the idea of what is expected of this committee, we 


will give the remarks of the presiding officer of that meeiing 
(Mr. Rouse) upon the subject. He said: 

“My own personal view is that the question of dues should 
be something like that of the National Packers’ Association. The 
packers who pack twenty-five thousand cases or less, should pay 
$5.00, the man who packs more should pay $10, the man who 
packs one hundred thousand cases, he should pay $20 and the 
man who packs two hundred and fifty thousand cases, I think he 
ought to pay $250.” 

We give this motion and the President’s remarks in relation 
to it so as to give a clear idea of the radical work which will de- 
velop upon this committee, in the formation of an entirely new 
Association upon an entirely new basis. The purpose in organiz- 
ing a new Association upon such a basis is very commendable. 
If successful it will overcome very many of the troubles that still 
enshroud the business and will accomplish in a business way what 
has not been done by organization in twenty-five years. 

But a very slight study of the subject will prove that this 
committee will have an Herculean task to even formulate a prac- 
tical plan of operation for such an organization. 

For instance, consider what would be required to practically 
evolve the idea suggested by the presdent’s remarks; parenthet- 
ically we would say here that Mr, Rouse was made chairman of 
the committee after having named it. If the dues are to be 
based upon the productive ability of a firm in the canning industry: 
several important matters immediately arise. Members will 
have to report statistically what they packed and the quantity, 
and the dues will be in proportion. If the canned goods packers 
of the United States will come together in an association or in 
a company with such requirements and live up to them, we will 
be most agreeably astonished ; it will mark the era when the desire 
of individual secrecy will have passed away from the industry 
and it will be one of the greatest blessings that can be secured. 
It will be no inducement either for the member to hand in an 
accurate statement of his pack, that the greater it is in amount 
the greater the dues he will have to pay, to tempt him to make 
it accurate, but it is easily not impossible. 

There will arise, however, a problem with which the com- 
mittee will have to wrestle arduously and fixedly. In other 
words, many factories pack corn, tomatoes, peas, beans, pumpkin, 
fruits and other varieties of articles. Wéill the membership in this 
National Association be based on the number of cases a man 
packs or upon the varietes of articles that he puts up. Thus a 
corn packer might like to go into this association purely in re- 
lation to his corn. A tomato packer to report his tomatoes only ; 
a pea packer for peas, and so on through the list. We feel con- 
fident that the committee will have several months of discussion 
among themselves on this one question alone, for if a man is to 
pay dues according to what he reports, it will be for the associa- 
tion to decide in its constitution as to whether he will have to 
report all the varieties that he has gotten up or whether the 
National Association will really be a component of a dozen in- 
tegral associations, each representing a single variety of canned 
goods. We believe this will be extraordinarily important for 
the committee to decide, because its decision would influence many 
packers either to go in or to remain out. 

Eventualjy such an associftion will not only have full 
statistics of the pack of canned goods throughout the United 
States, which, by the way, will also be a much-desired result, but 
it will finally fix the selling price of the goods in tin according 
to grades and even the prices to be paid to growers on contract 
for the raw article. 

We merely mention these few thoughts to show what a 
vast amount of work this committee will have to do even to begin 
the organization of such a’body, and we say this knowing that the 
organization of just such a body is essential to the business, 
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Chairman Willard G. Rouse, as we have said, is ex officio 
chairman of this committee, and it is stated that Dr. Frazer heads 
the committee proper. The other members are:

CORRESPONDENCE. 
Saltimore, February oth, 1905 
Gentlemen—We report the market as follows: f 

‘Tomatoes.—The feature of the tomato market this week has been 
the activity on No, 2 tomatoes. Markets which do not handle this size 
ordinarily have been coming in for quite a large quantity, and at the 
moment we have cleaned up all the No. 2 tomatoes we know of at 45¢. 
per dozen, cash, county. . 

The demand for No. 3 tomatoes is of the same general character as 
it has been. Most orders are for jobbing lots, and very few orders exceed 
1000 cases. It is encouraging to note, however, the regularity with which 
orders are coming in from the same houses, and seems to indicate in- 
creasing consumption. 

Corn.— There is more or less inquiry all the time for future corn. 
We are quoting good standard Harford county style at 55c.; standard 
shoe peg at 60c., and standard Maine style at 60 to 621%4c. per dozen. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market seems to be entirely cleaned up of all 
the country lots which have been lying around at 70c. per dozen. The 
best grade we now have is 75c. per dozen, regular f. 0. b. Baltimore. 
Stocks in the hands of Baltimore packers are light and everything seems 


to indicate a market similar to the last two years for the same period. 
This line is growing more popular each season and so far the demand 
has invariably exceeded the supply. 

String Beans.—There is a fair demand for this article, but it is not 
receiving the attention it deserves. It is very doubtful if the entire stock 
of string beans in Baltimore exceeds 20,000 cases. We can quote good 
standard No. 2’s at 50c. per dozen. We can quote gallon standard string 
beans, green, at $2.00; white wax at $1.70 per dozen. 

Small Fruits—From time to time some pretty low quotations have 
been issued on standard strawberries. We can buy some.No. 2 standard 
strawberries at 45c. per dozen. They are, however, several years old, 
although fully guaranteed against swells. We can buy first-class No. 2 
standard strawberries at 52'%4c., and a good grade of preserved strawberries 
at $1.00 per dozen, regular, f. 0. b. Baltimore. 


Pineapples——There is an unusual scarcity here in the carious grades 
of sliced pineapple. Fancy sliced seems to be cleaned out entirely from 
first hands.

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Pacific Coast Oysters. 


The foremost place, of course, we give to the oyster. His name 
appears on the menu cards of any considerable banquet at dinner, and 
while we may rather grudgingly accord him his aristocratic title, we must 
acknowledge that his position is pretty well conceded all around the 
world. “Blue Points” on the half shell are supposed to contribute mater- 
ially to the blue blood of the best families, while stews and pan roasts 
are accepted as evidences of high living, and even the oyster cocktail 
has an aristocratic charm which would be utterly lacking if it were known 
simply as a combination of small clams and tomato sauce. 

The two species of oysters sold on the Pacific Coast are commonly 
designated as the “Eastern” and the “native.” Of these two the former 
is more used in California, and the latter in the North. Ostrea virginiana, 
the Eastern oyster, was first brought to San Francisco about the year 
1869. Three carloads of grown oysters were the first to arrive, but at 
that time there was no call for so large a quantity, and to preserve them 
a part of the lot was put into the shallow waters of an adjacent bay. It 
was soon found that they not only lived, but throve, under the new con- 
ditions, and in 1870 the practice was inaugurated of bringing out carloads 
of young oysters and planting them in well defined fields, which were 
securely fenced by dyking staked firming in the mud. These stakes are 
so close together that the clumsy fishes known as stingrays, or “stingarees,” 
cannot pass in to get at the oysters, which are much to their liking. The 
stingray is said to appear in the bay in April and to linger about for four 
months. There are several other enemies of the oyster, one of which 
is the starfish, and another the “drill,” the latter being a little sea-snail. 
Urosalpix cinercus, which is much feared on the Atlantic coast, and which 
is rapidly becoming settled in San Francisco Bay. The oysters are left 
about three years to grow and fatten, and then they are gathered and sold, 
some in the shell, some in bottles, while others are packed in flat cans 
which are kept on ice, and in this condition are safely transported to con- 
siderable distances. The price of oysters is never low, and it is probable 
that they will always be classed as a luxury which common people can 
rarely afford to purchase. Very considerable fortunes have been made in 
the trade, and the Morgan Oyster Company does a thriving business. 

It is believed the near future will see more successful experiments 
in the artificial propagation of this valuable mollusk from the egg. There 
is room for a great increase in the business of raising transplanted and 
artificially propagated oysters. 
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NATIVE OYSTER. 

The second species is the native oyster Ostrea lurida, which is found 
in comparative abundance in sheltered places along the Coast, but which 
attains its greatest perfection in the North, especially in Shoalwater Bay 
and the various arms of Puget Sound. In parts of San Francisco Bay 
is-is numerous enough, but it is of small size and it is not extensively 
gathered as an article of food. Curiously enough, however, its shells are 
collected in great quantities and are sold for various purposes, chiefly to 
the poultrymen as a standard article for diet for their fowls. The shells 
wash up in great windrows, especially upon the south side of Bay Farm 
Island, and are either collected in wagons or are loaded into scows to be 
floated away on the next high tide. They ordinarily retail at 25 cents a 
sack. Formerly they were much used for making walks, but they are 
considered rather too expensive for that purpose at the present time. Al- 
though the native oyster is described by some as having a coppery flavor, 
still it makes a most excellent stew, and for other uses it nearly rivals its 
big aristocratic brother from the East. There are two varieties, named 
respectively /urida and expansa, some specimens of the latter being two 
inches across. Great numbers of these oysters are eaten in the cities 
hordering on Puget Sound, and they are also sent to California in consid- 
erable quantities. 

The oyster industry of Puget Sound has always centered around 
Olympia. Indeed, the very mention of the word “Olympia” brings up vis- 
ions of fried oysters, pan roasts, stews, legislators and railroad lobbies. 
The numerous bays and inlets around here with their extensive tide flats 
left bare by the tides which have a rise and fall of as much as twenty- 
five feet at some seasons afford a wonderfully fine home for the oysters. 

Over 1,140 acres of natural oyster beds in this vicinity are included in 
the state oyster reserves. Some few of these beds are still producing 
an abundant supply of seed each season, but most of them have been 
workd up so closely that few if any oysters are to be found upon them. 
A few of the natural beds that fell into the hands of private parties 
before the reserves were made are now producing hundreds of sacks of 
marketable oysters each year. Some of these beds, particularly those in 
the vicinity of Shelton, are in a high state of cultivation. As all the 
beds are left bare at low tide, a system of dyking has been adopted that 
holds a small amount of water over them at all times. Formerly all the 
dykes were made by placing two twelve-inch boards on edge about a foot 
apart and filling the space between with gravel, the boards being held in 
place by nailing them to stakes driven deep into the mud. More recently

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most of the dykes are made by fastening a single board on edge by means 
of the stakes and then driving short boards two to four feet long, edge to 
edge, on the upper side of the board, thus forming a tight wall extending 
about one foot above the surface of the mud and two or three feet into 
it. This new method is much quicker, cheaper and just as effective as the 
old method. 

The advantages of having a small amount of water over the oysters 
at all times are many, the most important being the protection from the 
extreme cold in the winter and the intense heat in the summer. As the 
oysters procure their food directly from the water, and as the small 
organisms upon which they feed develop much more rapidly in the warm 
water, it is a great advantage to have the water over them at all times, 
particularly as the water in the dykes becomes much warmer during the 
long run-outs in the summer. Many of the beds thus dyked yield from 
100 to 350 sacks of oysters per acre each season, a few sometimes reach- 
ing as high as 500 sacks. ‘The grower receives from $4.50 to $5.00 per 
sack and as the cost of raising and marketing is estimated at about $1.25 
per sack, a handsome margin of profit is left. 

Within the last few years the oyster beds at Port Orchard Bay have 
heen receiving much attention and some especially fine beds are develop- 
ing. ‘There are 512 acres in the state reserves in Kitsap county, and all the 
land available for oyster cultivation has been taken and much of it has 
heen planted. The Puget Sound and Eastern Oyster Co. have extensive 
beds here, some of which they have planted from Eastern oyster seed. 
This seed makes a wonderful growth here and the oysters now being 
put on th market are among the finest can be found on any market. 

In the Hoods Canal there are over 2,000 acres in the state reserves, 
practically all the land that is available for oyster culture, and as most 
of these reserves are producing no oysters at all the land will be almost 
useless until arrangements are made so private parties can secure the 
hed and go on and cultivate them. 


Just south of Bellingham are the extensive Samish flats, where a * 


number of oyster companies have holdings. Some good ground is found 
here which formerly produced an abundance of native oysters. These 
beds are now being cultivated and some of them are again marketing oys- 
ters. The Bellingham Bay Oyster Co. have planted a few carloads of East- 
ern oyster seed with good results. The same company has made one or two 
shipments of oyster seed from Japan for planting here but the experiments 
so far have not been very successful, as most of the oysters died in transit. 

The Crescent Oyster Co., with beds on Boundary Bay, recently made 
a shipment of seed oysters from New Brunswick, thinking that the oysters 
coming from the more northern waters would be more adapted to our 
waters and thus be more likely to propagate here. The results of this 
experiment will be watched with interest by all. 

More or less extensive beds are found along both sides of Vancouver 
Island, where some of the oysters attain a very good size.
